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Councils to 
fight rent 
hike plan 


THE royal borough has joined 
forces with seven other councils to 
challenge a decision by the London 
Mayor which could force up social 
rents. 

Together the London authorities are 
mounting a legal challenge against the 
Mayor of London’s decision on affordable 
rent levels. 

At the moment local councils can 
negotiate affordable rent levels with 
developers themselves. The Mayor’s 
proposal - part of his London Plan - would 
remove this power allowing him to impose 
rents on affordable homes of up to 80 per 
cent of the market value. 

Until now, London councils have set social 
housing rent levels at what they believe 
are affordable rates - typically around 
30-40 per cent of market levels. The royal 
borough and the other seven boroughs 
are launching the challenge because they 
feel local residents, vulnerable people and 
families on low and middle incomes will be 
priced out of large areas of London. 

The eight councils which include Brent, 
Camden, Hackney, Islington, Lambeth, 
Southwark and Tower Hamlets have told 
the London Mayor they intend to launch a 
judicial review into the decision. 

Councillor Chris Roberts, royal borough 
leader said: “How anyone can argue that 
80 per cent of market rates in London is 
affordable to most ordinary families is 
ludicrous. Should this decision stand it 
could have extremely serious implications 
for the social make-up of London as a whole. 
This is about protecting our residents and 
ensuring they can continue to have access 
to homes they can realistically afford”

EARLY plans for a new low-carbon 
energy centre that will generate 
heat and hot water for thousands of 
homes and businesses on Greenwich 
Peninsula have been given the go- 
ahead. 

The royal borough’s planning board 
agreed the scheme last week, although 
they are still subject to the Mayor of 
London’s approval. 

The innovative community heating 
system is seen as the most cost effective 
and energy efficient way of producing 
energy for a development as large as the 
peninsula. 

The plans also include a visitors’ centre, 
offices and car parking spaces. 

The centre will provide hot water and 


heating via a gas-fired combined heat 
and power (CHP) plant, supplemented by 
gas-fired boilers. 

The gas fired boilers are proposed to 
meet peak periods of demand for energy, 
as well as provide back-up plant. There’s 
room to expand with up to two more CHP 

// It will use inovative

units and up to seven boilers if needed. 

If detailed planning permission is 
agreed, the centre could be operational 
by December 2015. 

The site for the energy centre is 
bordered by Millennium Way, Blackwall

Lane and Dreadnought Street. Recently 
it has been used to stockpile building 
materials, but is now vacant. 

The community power station is the 
latest development in the peninsula 
masterplan, said to be the biggest 
regeneration project in Europe. 

The scheme is attracting more than 
£5bn in investment creating more than 
10,000 homes and six million sq ft of 
retail and business space along with new 
schools and health centres and 48 acres 
of open space. 

A council spokesperson said: “This 
project will be an important contribution 
to our plans for the redevelopment of the 
Greenwich Peninsula. 

“It will use innovative and cutting-edge 
technology to provide energy in a cost- 
efficient way at a time when residents 
and businesses find this is taking an ever- 
increasing proportion of their budgets.”

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New homes in £1 1 0m development go on sale 


NEWLY-BUILT homes 
are now available to local 
people in West Greenwich in 
the next stage of the area’s 
full scale regeneration. 

They include 34 affordable 
homes that give people the 
chance to get on the first rung 
of the home-owning ladder. 

They’re among 181 one, two 
and three-bedroom apartments 
for sale in Prime Place on the 
former industrial site behind 
Greenwich DLR station. 

The new homes are a key 
part of a 2.2 acre development 
called The Movement that 
will bring new life and new 


jobs to the area. The £110m 
project also includes a health 
and fitness club, a business 
hotel, and a 358-bed student 
village. 

Eleven new business 
units are also being built 
in partnership with the 
Greenwich Enterprise Board, 
and there’ll be over 400 cycle 
storage spaces for DLR 
commuters as well as a cafe. 

The new buildings will be 
set in a pedestrian boulevard 
called Lovibond Lane, after 
the brewery once based 
nearby. 

West Greenwich Community 
Centre is also being revamped, 


with an extra 2,000 square 
feet of floor space, increasing 
its capacity by 250 people. 

Work is due to start next 
month on a 104-bedroom 
Travelodge as part of The 
Movement development. 

Prime Place is being built by 
developers Wilmott Dixon. 

Managing director Brian 
Brady said: “Prime Place 
represents an exciting 
milestone in our expansion 
into the London market. 

“Currently, we are the 
only development in the 
borough offering Help to 
Buy, providing an affordable 
route onto the property 


ladder for those keen to live 
in Greenwich.” 

The royal borough has 
played a key role in the design 
of The Movement. 

It is being funded by 
the Cathedral Group and 
Development Securities pic. 
Planners estimate it will 
generate around £275 million 
for the local economy over the 
next 10 years. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader 
of the royal borough, said: 
“This exciting development is 
providing much-needed new 
homes, and will create many 
new jobs and bring valuable 
investment to the area.” 


Extra care warning issued for firefighters' strike 


PEOPLE in the borough are being 
urged to take extra care during the 
firefighters’ strike tomorrow afternoon 
(Wednesday, September 25). 

There will be a heavily-reduced fire- 
fighting service for four hours, between 
12 noon and 4pm. 

Andrew Rickard, the brigade’s borough 
commander for Greenwich, said: “Our 
plans were tried and tested during the 
industrial action taken by the London 
FBU in October and November 2010 
and they will mean that every area of 
London has fire cover. We will still 


attend emergencies but the contingency 
service is not intended to match the 
brigade’s normal day to day cover so it 
is important that people take extra care, 
have working smoke alarms and follow 
our fire safety tips available at www. 
london-fire.gov.uk” 

The brigade has a legal duty to provide 
contingency cover if a strike happens. 
London normally has 169 fire engines 
across the capital. 

While the contingency firefighters will 
attend confirmed fires, they will not be 
taking part in animal rescues, freeing 


people trapped in lifts, or dealing with 
automatic fire alarms call-outs. They 
have been trained by the London Fire 
Brigade, but do not normally work as 
firefighters. 

The Fire Brigades Union is striking 
over a dispute with the government over 
pensions. 

Royal borough leader Chris Roberts 
said: “The council would encourage 
everyone to be extra vigilant during 
this time and we would urge residents 
living in blocks of flats to ensure that 
communal areas are kept clear.”

Borough planners approve Abbey 
Wood Crossrail station design

THE new Crossrail station at Abbey 
Wood has been given the go-ahead by 
the council’s planning committee. 

Councillors voted unanimously for 
the scheme, which will link south-east 
London with central London and beyond, 
when they met last Monday (September 
16). 

The only condition they set was that they 
want to be able to see and approve details 
of the facing materials and finishes on 
all the buildings within six months of 
building work starting. 

The plans also have to be agreed by the 
neighbouring borough of Bexley because 
the building work crosses the borough 
boundary. 

Once agreed the new station is set to 
open in 2017 and be built above two new 
dedicated Crossrail tracks and those used 
by North Kent services. 

The station design is one of the most 
impressive on the entire route and 
includes a spacious concourse leading 
directly onto a wide forecourt connecting 
the station to the Harrow Manorway dual 
carriageway above the present station. 

There will be two new ‘island’ platforms 
for Crossrail and North Kent services, 
plus six lifts to help passengers get around 
the station and provide step-free access to 
every platform. 

The existing station is due to be 
demolished and replaced by a temporary 
station by summer 2014, which will be 
located in the current station car park. 
Two tracks for Crossrail services will be 
installed next to the existing North Kent 


lines and work will be carried out to raise 
and lengthen a number of bridges along 
the track so they can accommodate the 
overhead electric wires that will be used 
by Crossrail trains. The work will be 
carried out by Network Rail, which is 
responsible for the delivery of the parts 
of Crossrail that are on the existing 
network. 

Once complete, Crossrail will provide 
a vital link giving local people direct 
access to London and the west as far as 
Heathrow and Maidenhead, with 12 trains 
an hour from south east London. 

From 2018 there will be a train every 
five minutes during peak hours allowing 
residents to travel right through the 
capital without having to change trains. 

The journey from Abbey Wood to 
Canary Wharf and Bond Street will 
be around 20 minutes quicker and 
passengers travelling to Heathrow will be 
able to shave around 40 minutes off their 
journey. The number of passengers using 
the station is predicted to almost treble 
within the next 15 years. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the council, 
said: “Bringing Crossrail to Abbey 
Wood is incredibly exciting for the area 
and we look forward to seeing the new 
station there take shape. It will bring 
huge improvements to how that part 
of the borough is connected to the rest 
of London and with that brings major 
potential for economic growth. With a 
Crossrail station also coming to Woolwich 
we are seeing Royal Greenwich getting a 
fully integrated transport system that 
will open up South East London and 
maximise our potential”.

DOZENS of classic cars and bikes 
will be back at Greenwich Market 
on Thursday (September 26) for the 
latest Park It In The Market event. 

For the past three months, cars as old as 
a BSA Scout from the 1930s to bubble cars 
and American classics have rocked up at 
the market courtesy of a new club, The 
Mean Old Timers. 

The club’s title combines the European 
tradition of naming groups Old Timers 
with a play on Greenwich’s association 
with time, said Dave Webster, who founded 
it with other vintage car enthusiasts. 

They wanted to celebrate vehicles that 
pre-date 1990 and stage the event at 
Greenwich market on the last Thursday 
of each month. 

“It’s proving to be quite popular,” said 
Webster. “Even when we’ve had a wet 
night it has been a great evening, with 
grandparents reminiscing over the cars 
and a great event for all the family. 

“There are young people coming into the 
hobby of vintage cars,” said Webster, who 
formed the club with Johnny Rocket from 
the jewellers and the market manager, 
Ben Niblett. 

“We’re all into old classic cars and bikes 
and we thought it would be nice to do 
something in Greenwich. 


“We’re trying to encourage people to 
join our club. 

“We’re going to try to organise a few 
runs and we want people to join so they 
get preferential entry, rather than people 
who just turn up with a vehicle on the 
day.” 

The space is big enough for 40 cars plus 
as many bikes and there will be live music 
from Ronnie Ripple and the Ripcords, a 
local band, and entertainment from the 
Hula Hoop girls, with market traders also 
offering their products as well as vintage 
stalls. 

Food on the night will include the Thai 
Kitchen and Jamie’s Sausages. 

Webster does not want the club to 
become one which specialises in one 
model of car and celebrates the diversity 
that has appeared so far. 

He added: “We’ve had bubble cars, really 
expensive Jaguars, XK sports cars, Zeffas, 
exotic Italian Alfas, Humbers - you don’t 
know what is going to turn up. 

“That’s what is quite nice, it’s been 
pretty different each time.” 

Thursday’s event starts at 7pm and will 
be asking for donations to Macmillan in 
support of the cancer charity’s coffee 
morning fundraiser.

Historic road sign stolen from Arsenal housing estate

AN historic iron road 
sign has been stolen 
from the Progress Estate 
in Eltham - and the 
residents want it back. 

The estate was built in 1915 
to house extra workers the 
Woolwich Arsenal needed 
to manufacture armaments 
for the First World War. 

But the sign, which was 
put up to help residents 
and visitors find their way 
to other roads around the 
estate, has disappeared. 

Keith Billinghurst, from 
the estate’s residents’ 
association, said: “There is 
every probability the cast- 
iron was installed when our 
estate was built. Even if it 
was erected at a later date 
it is certainly very old. 

“The sign was removed from 
its posts quite carefully. It’s 
been suggested that it was 


taken for its scrap value. 
We suppose the other two 
possibilities are that it was 
stolen by or on behalf of a 
collector or as a prank.” 


He added: “Realistically, 
we expect there are only two 
hopes for recovery. The first 
is that someone contacts 
us to report the sign’s 


whereabouts. The second is 
that the thief, having realised 
it is unique, has dumped it 
and a member of the public 
spots it and informs us.”

Special week of 
support for carers 


CARERS can get help and 
information from borough 
libraries during a set of events 
which started yesterday 
((September 23). 

All the borough's main libraries 
will be stocking a collection 
of 1 6 books that deal with 
different aspects of being a 
carer. They include people's 
personal experiences, as well 
as general and specific advice 
about caring for someone who 
has a mental illness, suffered a 
stroke, or has other disabilities. 
There is also information 
about caring for someone who 
is terminally ill, and helpful 
reading material for young 
carers. 

The week's initiative is 
designed to help carers who 
might be feeling isolated, or 
who need more information. 
People are also being 
encouraged to make use of 
the borough's Library at Home 
service. It is designed for 
people who are housebound 
or have difficulty getting out, 
or who have a disability or 
long-term illness. 

They can go online, or phone 
a special number, and tell 
the person at the other end 
what type of books they like. 

A suitable selection will then 
be brought to their home.

The service is provided free 
and people can borrow up to 
1 6 items if they live at home 
or for ten weeks in residential 
care. 

Home Services librarians are 
always happy to chat about 
people's favourite books, 
music and films and will 
always try to take people 
the things they like best.

S TUDENTS at Plumstead Manor Secondary 
School have been singing the praises of 
their new sixth form centre, which opened 
at the start of the new term. 

They have spent the last three years based off 
site at temporary buildings in Wickham Lane 
during the work. 

The new, mixed sixth form will take up to 600 
students - with more girls than boys so far, but 
boys are welcomed just as warmly. The centre, 
called the Lerner building, has cutting edge IT 
equipment and a students’ cafe. 

It offers a choice of 30 courses, and results are 
above the national average, enabling students to 
go on to study at university, get apprenticeships 
or go straight into employment. 

Second year sixth former Jenny Cao, 17, said: 
“Being on the main site again has the advantage 
of having more people here to help with your 
studies. It’s a great school, and the support you 
get here is very good.” 

Another second year, Connor Gay, 17, said: 
“It’s good to be all together as one school again. 
Before, I had a 20-minute walk each time I needed 
to go to Wickham Lane.” 

First year sixth former Daniela Emechebe, 16, 
from Woolwich has joined Plumstead Manor 
from The John Roan School. She said: “There 
are lots of opportunities here. I like it, and I can 
do all the A-level subjects I want to - financial 
studies, law, media and Italian.” 

The centre is the final piece in the jigsaw of 
a huge project to modernise the 100-year-old 
secondary school for girls in Old Mill Road. The 
old buildings, mostly dating back to the 1960s, 
have been brought up to 21st century standards. 

The Ancona, Millennium and Old Mill blocks 
have been refurbished, and external landscaping 
has been done to form an open-air amphitheatre 
in the school’s heart. 

There is also a sports hall, and a performance 
area called The Space’ 


m the Jo Harding 
Centre, named after 
a fondly-remembered 
headteacher. There is 
also a new entrance 
and reception in Old 
Mill Road, joining 
the new and existing 
buildings. 

The project was one of 
the last to benefit from 
the former Building 
Schools for the 
Future programme. 


Headteacher Sue Flanagan hailed the results as 
“simply fantastic”. 

She said: “We are really proud of what we have 
here. We are happy and delighted to have the 
sixth form back on site. They are fantastic role 
models for the younger girls in the school. 

“We have worked very hard to raise standards. 
We encourage mutual respect, hard work and 
an atmosphere which reflects our school motto 
‘Success and Harmony’. We aim high and develop 
high aspirations by offering a challenging 
personalised curriculum, broad and balanced, 
enhanced by a wealth of enrichment activities. 

“Most of our young women continue their 
studies with us at sixth form, achieving excellent 
qualifications supporting their progression into 
higher education and employment.” 

Mrs Flanagan added that partnerships with 
parents and carers were valued and regular 
academic reviews held with them and teachers.

A N historic landmark has been 
reached with the major rebuilding 
of The John Roan School on Maze Hill.

Photo history 
of the heath 


THE BLACKHEATH Society will be celebrating 
a grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund with a 
special exhibition on the story of the heath. 

It'll be held in the last week of the month in 
Blackheath Halls entitled the Story of the Heath. 

The exhibits, drawn from the society's 
extensive photographic archive, will cover 
different themes involving the heath over the 
ages. 

A time line, ending with the 21st century, will 
run round the displays bringing some of the 


historical events on the heath to life. 

Local schools have been involved in the project 
and juniors at Blackheath High, John Ball and St 
Margaret's primary schools have carried out their 
own research projects with some of their material 
featured in the exhibition. 

It was due to start yesterday (Monday 
September 23) with a preview for teachers from 
the schools. Then the public can visit from today 
until the exhibition closes at 5pm on Sunday 
September 29. Entry is free. 

Last November the society won a £7,900 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund to develop 
a new digital archive called The Story of the 
Heath. A team of volunteers has been digitising 
1,500 images of the heath from its total archive 
of 1 5,000 images and maps. 

The exhibition is just one way of making 
the photographs accessible to the public and 
a dedicated archive website is also being 


launched so people can browse all the images 
of the heath. 

Also planned for the autumn is a new guide 
about heath walks called Walking the Heath - 
an introduction to its history compiled by local 
historian Neil Rhind and society committee 
member Roger Marshall. 

The 86-page fully illustrated publication covers 
more than 1 ,000 years of recorded history of the 
heath. 

Society member John Bartram said: "We hope 
to create mobile exhibitions of the images of the 
heath to be shown in local schools and churches 
and at the library in the newly re-opened 
Age Exchange centre in the village. Winning 
the heritage grant brought the society's 75th 
anniversary year to a fitting end."

Crown Woods we’ve had half a dozen 
people and several more enquiries now 
we’ve started up again,” added Sean. 

“We’re trying to encourage some of 
the old students back again and hope 
they gradually return.” 

The venue may well help, having been 
the first school in Greenwich to have its 
facilities enhanced by Building Schools 
for the Future (BSF) funding. 

The school was also part of a major 
programme of investment to improve 
sporting facilities for the community 
as part of the borough’s legacy 
commitments. 

It has a sports hall with audience 
seating and can offer Olympic standard 
basketball and volleyball facilities. 

“It looks like a great facility and it’s 
also an area where we can try to get 
involved in the local community,” said 
Sean. 

“We’ve had students with learning 
difficulties like dyslexia and we’ve had 
parents and teachers say that their 
work and behaviour has improved 
dramatically as a result of their 
involvement in our group.” 

Karate groups follow the teachings of 
different masters. 

The Kent club teaches Okinawan GoJu 
Ryu Karate, based on a version of the 
martial art which has been running 
since 1883. The GoJu form has been 
around in Britain for 40 years. 


Teachings concentrate on self- 
improvement and while there is “light 
sparring” the emphasis is not so much 
on combat as control. 

Sean explained: “We work more on 
movement. A lot of people get the 
perception of martial arts as being 
aggressive, but what we try to do is 
more about improving co-ordination 
and concentration levels.” 

People, he says, become physically 
fit and more relaxed via the exercise 
regime. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, cabinet member for 
culture and creative industries, said: 
“As an Olympic host borough, we were 
determined to capture the Games’ 
message of providing a legacy, not just 
for the best athletes but for anyone in 
the community. 

“We are therefore delighted that Kent 
Karate Academy has chosen to use the 
community facilities at Crown Woods 
to restart the club and we look forward 
to hearing about their successes as they 
try to benefit the people it instructs and 
make itself an integral part of the area.”

A KARATE club that closed for 
six months, after an instructor’s 
illness, has reopened at one of 
the council’s facilities set up 
with legacy funding. 

The Kent Karate Academy has 
reopened at Crown Woods College, 
Eltham, which got enhanced sports 
facilities for the community as part 
of the borough’s Olympic legacy 
investment programme. 

Sensei Sean Hammond, one of the 
leaders of the club, now hopes that 
former members will return swiftly 
and also believes the club can make 
an impact in the community. 

“We used to have about 30 adults 
come to the club and about 20 for 
the children’s sessions,” he said of 
the group which used to meet in the 
north Greenwich Community Centre 
before folding.
